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March Output Hits 239,444 as Week’s Total Holds at 52,016 Units; 
Chrysler Resumes Contract Negotiations with UAW; GE Establishes 
Four-Day, 40-Hour Week; Feb. Car Sales Estimate of 125,000 Holds 


Although retail sales continue to show 
steady advances, car and truck produc- 
tion is still being held in abeyance, with 
the current week’s total estimated at 
52,016 units, which compares with a re- 
vised total of 53,302 units last week and 101,342 jobs in 
the corresponding week of 1937. Most companies are 
awaiting reports on sales trends the latter portion of 
March and early April, with the result that an appreciable 
upturn in production is not expected for another week 
or two. 

By that time, it is hoped, field stocks will have been 
reduced to a point necessitating increased factory opera- 
tions, provided of course retail demand continues on the 
upbeat as it has during past four weeks. Therefore, it 
may be expected that production will take a sudden 
spurt at any moment. 

Including the four days this week, March’s total output 
is placed at 239,444 units, which contrasts with 202,872 in

February and 227,744 in January. The first quarter, 
therefore, totals 670,058 vehicles, which compares with 
1,302,688 units in the first quarter of 1937. 

For the current week, ending Apr. 2, General Motors 
divisions expect to turn out 19,240 vehicles, compared with 
a revised total of 20,555 jobs last week and 48,910 in the 
like period a year ago. Chevrolet’s 15,500 cars and trucks 
continues to lead the GM group, followed by Buick’s 1,440 


units, Pontiac’s 1,200, Oldsmobile’s 600 and Cadillac- 
LaSalle’s 500, according to ADN estimates. 

Chrysler divisions continue at previous pace, with 14,000 
units expected this week, as against 13,900 last week and 
none in the same week last year, when sit-down strikes 
were still in progress. Plymouth plans around 6,000 jobs 
this week, Dodge expects 5,200, Chrysler about 1,600 and 
De Soto roughly 1,200. 

Although still on somewhat of a breather, Ford opera- 
tions show a slight improvement this week, the projection 
being 8,500 units as against 8,400 last week and 32,000 a 
year ago. Lincoln continues at its previous rate of 520, 
giving the Ford group a total of 9,020 units for the 
work-week. 

Resumption of car assemblies by Graham and increased 

operations at Hudson top the independent group this 
week. Packard’s 1,200 projection, however, leads this 
division, followed by Hudson’s 1,000, Willys’ 800, Nash’s 
650, Studebaker’s 576, Graham’s 280 and Bantam’s 150. 
The miscellaneous group, according to ADN figures, will 
account for 5,100 units this week. 
Breaking the five-day work week 
for the first time in the history of 
major industry, General Electric 
annecunced Monday that it had es- 
tablished a four-day week, without 
reduction of wages and hours, for 7,000 employes in its 
two Lynn, Mass., plants. 

The plan, experimental, calls for a 10-hour day and is 
expected to extend to several other GE plants within a 
short time. If successful it will become a permanent 
policy of the company. A survey conducted by GE of- 
ficials was said to have indicated that greater efficiency 
in plant operation would result from the plan, which 
saves one start-up and shut-down per week.

Sales Still Holds and 125,000 passenger car sales for 

February. States reporting in the past 
two weeks have held the trend started by the first few 
states to report, and there is little indication that the 
seven remaining states will change that course materially. 

New car sales reported by the 42 states for February 
total 94,605 units, compared with 164,144 in the like period 
of last year. This represents a dropoff of about 18 per 
cent from January registrations by the same states, and 
a decline of around 45 per cent under a year ago. Total 
registrations in February, 1937, were 215,049. 

Ba 7 ok 

Based on reports from 42 states, it 
appears ADN’s previous estimate of 
around 28,000 for February truck sales 
will hold true. Slight changes have 
occurred in states reporting in the 
past two weeks, and as a result the final seven states to 
be heard from are not expected to alter the situation 
appreciably. 

The 42 states so far accounted for report a total of 
22,422 truck registrations during February, compared with 
33,087 units in the same period a year ago. The decrease 
from January is running around 15 per cent, slightly less 
than for car sales, and about 34 per cent under February 
a year ago.
